*“COMMERCIAL” AND 

THE GRAIN BLOCKADE. 

Some very strong statements were 
made in a recent debate in parliament 
on the subject of the grain blockade 
and the grain combine. To outsiders 
it, would no doubt seem remarkable 
that the eonditions of affairs pictur- 
ed by the western members who took 
part in the discussion could possibly 
exist without the public being more 
fully aware of the fact through the 
enterprise of the great dailies publish- 
ed in Winnipeg, who cover the news 
field of the Northwest so thoroughly 
and whose enterprise is so universally 
conceded, The fact that the news’ 
papers had scarcely if at all mention- 
ed the existence of such a condition of 
affairs naturally argued that the con- 
dition did not exist. This mads the 
position of the grain ‘combine strong 
and of the farmers who are being 
flepced correspondingly weak. The 
most powerful conspiracy is frequent- 
ly a coaspiracy of silence. An _ in- 
judicious champion whbd breaks the sil- 
ence is often the unintentional friend 
of the proposed victim. This is the 
part which on several recent and noted 
occasions has been taken by the Win- 
nipeg Commercial. By trying to defend 
that which was indefensitle, it pre- 
judiced the case which it meant to up- 
hold. The only possible successful 
course was that taken by the Winni- 
peg dailies; namely, to assume that the 
conditions did not exist, and under any 
circumstances not to be led into an 
argument as to their existence. The 
Commercial is afraid that the debate 
in parliament will lead to unwise leg- 
islation, therefore it raises its votce 
to contradict what is 9 matter of per- 
sonal knowledge and in palpable evi- 
dence throughout the great wheat- 
raising portions of Manitoba and the 
Northwest. That a journal published 
in the City of Winnipeg should have 
the assurance to contradict the. re- 
sponsible statements of the men who 
live in, have personal knowledge of, 
and to the 'angest possible degree rep- 
resent the interests of which they 
speak, is a piere of puny assurance, the 
extreme of absurdity. 

It is not worth whi'e to discuss what 
the Commercial has +o say about the 
grain blockade or the grain combine, 
except in, so far as it shows in what 
iterests the paper is published and how 
far its word can be taken on any sub- 
ject that clashes with the interests of 
the railway monopoly and the combine. 
That in order to prevent desirable Jog- 
islation and urgently necessary admin- 
istrative action it should deny what 
everyone in the couniry interested 
knows to be the fact, proves its piosi- 
tion; and disproves any claim that it 
should properly have to being publish- 
ed in the general interests of the com- 
mercial community. The existence of 
the blockade and of the combine have 
been of the most serious injury to the 
general commercial interest of Mani- 
toba and the Northwest; and indeed of 
all Canada. Not a retailer, not a 
wholesaler, not 4 man in any line of 
business outside that of the actual 
dealing in and transport of grain but 
has felt the effect of the blockade and 
of the combine; and yet ignoring the 
patronage of the general commercial 
community; upon which patronage the 
Commercial exists; that journal uses 
the position which was acquired jor it 
by a previous mangement to mislead 
outside public opinion «us to the facts 
of the case for the sole and ouly pur- 
pose of further protecting the monor 
poly and combine. It is not only the 
farmers who are hurt by their grain 
being held in their hands for months 
when the money should be in their pec- 
kets, It is the meniin ail lines 0! busi- 
ness, whose business depends upon the 
circualtion of that money at the 
proper time of year, who are hurt 
quite as much as, if not more than, 
the farmers themselves. The business 
community at large are suffering and 
have a right to look to the Commer- 
cial, as well as to the great city dail- 
ies, for efforts towards the relief of 
undesirahle conditions. Instead of 
that they are met by a conspiracy of 
silence on the part of the dailies who 
live by their patronage, and with mis- 
representation and abuse by tha Com- 
mercial which is even more particular- 
ly pledged to their interests. If the 
idea can be conveyed that the farmer 
is on one side of this question and 
every other interest is on the other, 
then of course the Commercial and iis 
other newspaper friends have taken a 
worldly-wise stand. But when, as a 
matter of fact, it is the railway com- 
pany and the grain combine that are 
On one side and every other interest is 
on the other, if does not seem that 
these papers are really wise in their 
Bereration in taking the side they 
have. They assume a Jack of know- 
ledge and an impossibility of cohesicn

on the part of the general commercial 
and producing interests of the country 
that they may yet find not to be war- 
ranted.

McCAULEY’S STABLES A TOTAL WRECK. 

Between the hours of one and two 
o’clock on Wednesday morning a fire 
broke out in the premises occupied by 
Brucetle & Woods, where they ran a 
feed and sale barn. During the night 
Mr. Mat. McCauley, M. L. A., was 
aroused by one of the members of his 
family and on looking out he noticed 
fire and smoxe -oming from the stable 
formerly owned by himsel’. Without 
a moments delay he left the house and 
ran over to the stable occupied by 
Messrs. Patton. & Williams, of the Ed- 
monto: Cartage Company. On open- 
ing the door the smoke appeared to 
drive isto the stable. Mr. McCauley 
untied four horses driving them out, 
one of them, however, returned to his 
mate. By this time the smoke was so 
dense Mr. McCauley was unable tosee 
and being pretty well choked he left 
the stable and proceeded to look after 
his buggy which was outside and near 
the building. 

A number of farmers were sleeping 
in the hay loft. J. Fahr and Jacob 
Goran, of Stony Plain, were together, 
one of these men states that he smelt 
fire and looking around noticed fire at 
the far end of the loft, he aroused his 
corapanion and seized his blankets, 
rushed downstairs. On entering the 
feed barn the fire had already taken 
good hold, in fact, it appeared to be 
all along the mangers. The teams be- 
longing to Fahr and Boran being near 
the door were saved together with the 
harness, Jacob Sourheim, of Stony 
Plain, F. Pourrier and Francois For- 
tier, of Morinville; who also slept in 
the loft, succeeded in rescuing their ; 
horses though one horse, belonging to 
the latter, was badly singed. Aslin, 
who succeeded in saving the scorched 
animal, had a narrow escape, getting 
his hair singed and one side of his neck 
burned. 

Those of the farming community, so 
far as can, be learned, who suffered 
loss are; Theo. Krause, Stony Plain; 
team, valued at $300; Arch. Cyr, Riviere 
Qui Barre, team, $203; Jos. Tallier, 
Morinville, team, $200; these parties 
lost harness and other property. It is 
believed that all the men who were 
sleeping in the loft were fortunate 
erough to escape without injury. 

The carcases of 18 horses were count- 
ed, all of them fairly roasted while | 
some of them were charred beyond re- 
cognition. 

The Cartage Company lost nine of 
their valuable horses ond all their har- 
ness, blankets and other valuable prop- 
erty. The loss to Messrs. Patton & 
Williams, who but recently purchased 
the outfit from M. McCauley, cannot 
well be estimated. Their horses were 
the best in the country; used to the 
hills and to the work generally and 
thoroughly ac~'imatised, therefore can- 
not readily be repjaced. 

The alarm was given by Constable 
Dean. The team from Larose & Star- 
ret’s stable was on hand about four 
minutes after the alarm was given. 
The boys of the fire brigade were 
promptly on hand. On arrival at the 
scene of disaster the engine had on 100 
Ibs. of steam. There was no: difficul- 
ty as to water supply, thoulgh the tank 
at the Imperial Bank gave out and the 
erigine had to move to the one at Ray- 
mer’s, but the fire had taken such hold 
that litt‘e could be done beyond con- 
firing the ravages to the already 
doomed property. 

The less to the Cartage Company, 
considerably over $2,000, is covered by 
insurance in the North America, repre- 
sented by Mr. F. F. Tims. The large 
barn owned by Grierson and Bishopric 
and valued at $3,500, was insured for 
$1,500, i. e. $900 in the Royal and £600 
in the Canadian. 

The total loss by this conflaigration 
is estimated somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of $7,500, and is the heaviest 
which has befallen the people of Ed- 
monton at’ onpy Aime. 

It mav be mentioned that while the 
privilege of sleeping in the hay lofis 
of the stables, where some of the farm- 
ers and others put up their teams, may 
be a convenience and Saving to that 
portion of the community, it cannot be 
denied that the practice is fraught 
with considerable danger and exposes 
the property holders to enormous risk. 

The Cartage Company took immedi- 
ate steps to provide mezns to ca rry on 
their business and were able to handle 
the transfer freight as usual.
